DUARTE WATER SUPPLY. 


Interesting Facts About the Devel- 
opment of Irrigating Facilities. 
A correspondent of the Truss, writing 
from, Duarte, gives some interesting 
facts concerning the development of 
the water supply in that thriving foot- 
hill settlement. The Duarte Mutual 
Irrigation -Company was organized 
three years ago to bring water from the 
San Gabriel river at the mouth of the 
canon, in vemented rock ditches and 
cement pipes. The work has been 
pushed steadily and is so far completed 
that the settlement has now in opera- 
tion about 4,500 feet of cemented stone 
ditch of large capacity, 2,500 feet of 
cemented brick pipe, 1870 feet o 26- 
inch cement pipe and 2800 feet of 22- 
inch pipe, thus bringing an abundant 
supply of water well down on to the 
fruit lands. In addition to the above 
W the Beardsley Water Ditch Com- 
v. which has aided in constructing 
the main pipe to the point where it 
takes out its share of the water, has laid 
this year some 16,000 feet of twelve-inch 
cement pipe, which supplies the lower 
sections of the Duarte with an ample 
stream, The amount expended on these 
improvements was $25,000, and the 
Duarte now claims to have the largest 
and most reliable supply of water of any 
of the settlements in the neighborhood 
of the city. The water is also of fine 
quality, coming directly from the pure 
stream at the mouth of the canon. f 
The above facts are published as a 
more recent and correct statement of 
the water facilities of that settlement 
than that which appeared in the New 
Year’s edition of t 1e Times.
